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The  following  are  extracts  taken  at  random  from  letters  to  the  station:  ".  .  .one  of  the  choices 
I  make  among  your  programs  is  background  music  occasionally  .  .  .  Go  ahead  and  wear 
white  ties  and  tails  when  you  gently  put  your  Red  Seal  records  on  the  turn  tables— I'll  con- 
tinue to  listen  to  what  I  want  to  in  the  way  I  want  to.  When  KPFA  goes  so  'veddy  veddy  cul- 
tural' I  turn  to  the  crass  commenrial  stations  for  a  refreshing  change." 

".  .  .  .  How  does  it  (the  listener's  influence)  take  hold  on  what  seems  to  be  a  staff  (with 
contributors)  held  intact  by  mutual  concessions  to  each's  ultimates,  and  held  apart  by  an 
abrasive  mistrust  and  conflict  over  what  your  folio  blithely  refers  to  as  "what  is  good?"  I 
don't  hold  for  uniform  tastes  and  values,  and  I  may  be  wrong  about  my  inference  of  conflict. 
But  if  I  am  correct  it  would  seem  that  for  these  jockeying  interests  the  invisible  and  for  the 
most  part  silent  audience  becomes  a  'target,'  not  a  consumer." 

"I  figure  KPFA's  music  saves  me  at  least  $20  a  year  wear  and  tear  on  records  that  I  am  not 
playing  because  I'm  listening  to  yours.  Neither  is  it  necessary  to  own  as  many  records." 

"I  am  happy  in  the  knowledge  that  we  live  within  listening  range  of  what  is  by  all  odds  the 
most  courageous,  admirable  undertaking  in  non-profit  broad-casting  this  side  of  the  Thames." 

"What  is  KPFA  trying  to  do  along  the  lines  of  musical  stimulation,  to  discover  Mozart?  With 

a  forked  stick? There  are  better  words  to  describe  the  impalpable  appetite  for  18th  and 

19th  century  musical  surcease— commentaried,  arbited,  and  emceed  by  the  certified,  antiseptic, 
and  reverent  discipls  of  European  music  out  of  "American"  music  schools." 

"There  is  too  much  music  on  KPFA.  By  the  time  you've  scheduled  four  concerts  in  one  day's 
broadcasting  and  gotten  in  a  program  of  folk  songs  or  the  history  of  British  music  or  modern 
jazz,  what  time  is  left,  except  to  fill  in  between  concerts  with  15  minute  commentaries  or 
readings  of  Thoreau  ....  Point  is  there  are  things  other  than  music."
